BLACK STRUNG UP 
TORIVER BRIDGE 


Mob Avenges Death of 
Marshal Bush. 


Negro Who Murdered Monte- 
zuma Officer Taken from 
Macon County Jail Shortly 
After His Capture—Body Is 
Left Hanging. 


Macon, Ga., November 7.—A negio 
named Walker, who killed Marshal 
Charles Bush, of Montezuma, Ga., two 
weeks ago, was taken from the Macon 
county jail by a mob and lynched 
about 9:30 o'clock tonight. 

His body was strung up over the 
water from the Flint river bridge. 

Walker, who was known at the time 
of the killing of Marshal Bush, on th3 
main street of Montezuma, as William 
Barnes, was two weeks ago Sunday 
the prey of a man hunt which lasted 
three days, through the woods and 
marshes of the vicinity. He made a 
clean get-away, despite the fact that 
track dogs were on his trail. The gov- 
ernor had offered a $150 reward. 

This morning Walker came to the 
house of a negro named Jones, near 
Powersville, in Houston county, and 
asked for food. Jones recognized him 
and informed a white man that he had 
Bush's slayer. 

Negro Admits Killing Officer. 

They secured a shotgun, and upon 
entering Jones’ kitchen Walker gave 
himself up. They took him to Ogle- 
thorpe, where he was identified. He 
then admitted the killing, ang gave 
his name as Walker. 

He lay all day in jail. At 8 o’clock 
tonight a mob surrounded the jail, 
At 9 


jailer and dragged the negro out. To 


the bridge is but a few hundred yards, 
,and the noose wag tied, one end fast- 


ened to the bridge, and the negro, with 
both hands bound, shoved off over the 
water. The drop broke his neck in- 
stantly. Immediately the mob went 
home, leaving the body motionless 
over the river. He will likely be taken 
down in the morning.

Chicago Conference Fails and 
Strike Vote Is Ordered by 
Brotherhood Leaders 


RAILROADS AFFECTED 


IN WEST, SOUTH AND NORTH 


Break Arose Over Demand for 
Increased Wages, and for 
Improved Conditions of La- 
bor—Chiefs of Brotherhood 
Are Certain That Engineers 
Will Vote for Strike. 


Chicago, November 7.—A strike vote 
will be taken among engineers of six- 
ty-one railroads west, south and north 
of Chicago, including the Illinois Cen. 
tral, following the termination today 
of the negotiations between the rail- 
roads and gr@hd officers of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers, which 
had been on since September 26. Dif- 
ferences on a wage increase of ap- 
proximately 7 per cent and alteration 
of Working conditions stood between 
the negotiators. 

Will Vote to Strike. 

Grand Chief Warren S. Stone, of the 

brotherhood, who has been leading the 


railroad men said 
today he the strike vote 
be unanimously in favor of 
suspension of work, and that the en- 
ginemen would have expressed their 
desire by December 10. Immediately 
thereafter, he said, a last opportunity 
would be given the railroads to meet

Breaks Track Record for Two 
Hundred Miles, Winning 
$3,000 


CUTS ONE MINUTE OFF 
CHEVROLET'S: RECORI 


Made at Speedway Last Fall. 
Beat Dawson’s Time of Fri- 
day by Six Minutes—Bur- 
man’s Car Averaged Eighty 
Miles an Hour When Run- 
ning—Two Events Called Off. 


Hitting it up at a clip of 72 and 
one-half miles an hour Joe Horan, pi- 
loting the Lozier No. 6, won the 250- 
mile race for the Speedway Grand 
Prize and the 3,000 simoleons that 
go with it. 

Horan made the distance in 3 hours, 
26 minutes, 15 and 10-100 seconds, thus 
establishing a world’s record for 250 
miles On a speedway, this being the 
first time that a race has gone this 
distance on a motordrome.

ATLANTA NARIES 
RECORDER TODAY 


The second city primary takes place 
today. and the voters of Atlanta will 
be called upon to name their choice for 
recorder, between the two candidates, 
Judge Nash R. Broyles and Hon. Mal- 
vern Hill. This race was necessary 
because Judge Broyles, although lead- 
ing the ticket in the first primary by 
nearly 2,000 votes, did not receive a 
majority of all the votes cast. Mr. Hill 
came second in the first race. 

The voters will also be called upon 
to say whether or not they wish the 
majority rule, or second primary plan, 
abolished. 

The polls will open at 
the morning and close at 
the evening. 

At the close of the first primary 
there were four races to be run over 
again, those for recorder, city electri- 
cian and council] in the third and fifth 
wards. The races for electrician and 
councilman were settled by the sec- 
ond highest candidate retiring and al- 
lowing those who received a plurality 
vote to be declared the nominee. 

As the weather will probably be fine 
today, and a great*many people are 
anxious to vote either for or against 
the second primary, there will proba- 
bly be a large vote polled, many pcli- 
ticlans believing it will go as high as 
7,000 or 8,000.

DECLARES CHAIRMAN GAMBLE

Athens, Ga., November 7.—(Special.) 
In a lengthy jegal opinion Hon. John B. 
Gamble, chairman of the democratic 
executive committee of Clarke county, 
today declares that Samuel J. Tribble 
is the democratic nominee of the 
eighth congressional district. Mr. 
Gamble, in his opinion, sets out the 
facts that Tribble was not only elected 
by a popular vote, but by a majority 
of the electoral vote of the eighth dis- 
trict. In issuing this statement Mr. 
Gamble further declares that he is 
,|probably losing friends and jeopardiz- 
|ing his chances for favor among the 
| people, but he believes the voters of 
the district are entitled to a full and 
frank statement bearing on the legal 
aspects of the question, ang he volun- 
teers the result of an arduous research. 

AFTER CAREFUL CONSIDERATION OF THE 
FACTS, . AS IN SUBSTANCE SET FORTH, I! 
HAVE ENDEAVORED TO REACH A LEGAL 
CONCLUSION AS TO WHO IS THE NOMINEP 
OF SAID DISTRICT, AND, IN SO DOING, |! 
HAVE DILIGENTLY INVESTIGATED ALL OF 
THE AUTHORITIES AT MY COMMAND TOUCH- 
ING THE ISSUE IN THIS CASE. 

All political parties under the statutory laws 
of Georgia are authorized to hold primary elec- 
tions for the nomination of candidates for of- 
fice, and to pass such rules and regulations gov- 
erning said primary, not in conflict with the law 
upon the gubject of primary elections, and not 
in confilct with the 
regular elections. All managers and clerks of 
a party primary are required to take and sub- 
seribe the oath prescribed by law for the mana- 
gers of primary eleccions (Georgia Acts, 1908, 
page 56, Political Code, section 115.) This oath 
provides that said managers and clerks will fairly, 
impartially and honestly conduct the samé accord- 
ing to the provisions of law, providing how pri 
mary elections shall be held in this state, and 
in accordance with the law of this state govern- 
ing regular elections for officers of this state. 
Where there is no provision of law as to how 
| primary contests should be tried, the rules of the 
party shall govern the tribunal before whom 
said contest shall be tried and disposed of; but 
the law governing contested elections shall con- 
tro] said tribunal tn all matters pertaining to the 
pleadings in said case, and aa to the intro- 
duction of testimony and the final decision by 
said tribuna! in the absence of any specified rules 
and regulations governing contested elections by 
the party Organization as indicated by the oath 
to be taken by the managers and clerks of said 
primary election. 

The first three grounds of contest, 
said case, were based on the failure of the man- 
agers and clerks to be sworn in the 201], 191, 
} 199 Aisctricts of Elbert county. The Executive 
Committee in pasting upon these three grounds 
refused to act, and left it for the Convention to 
pass upon: ‘No elections shall be defeated for 
non-compliance with the law, if held at the proper 
time and place by the persons qualified to hold 
them, if it is not shown that, by the non-com- 
pliance, the result would be different from what 
[tt would have been, had there been proper coin- 
pliance.”” Political Code, section 112. 

In the case of Josey et al. vs. Spear, 107 Ga., 
£28 Justice Lumpkin rendering the decision (Jus- 
tice Andrew J. Cobb concurring therein), settled 
the question of non-compliance of the managers 
and clerks in being sworn in elections in Geor- 
gia, as follows: 

The validity of elections held at the proper 
time and place by qualified persons is not affect- 
ed by their failure to take and subscribe the 
oath prescribed by law, unless it appears that 
by reason of such failure, the results of the elec- 
tion were different from what it would have been, 
had the managers been duly sworn. The word 
qualified, as under section 112 Political Code, re- 
lates exclusively to the eligibility of the mana- 
gers to serve, and not to the qualification in the 
sense of taking the oath. 

Josey et al. vs. Spear, Ordinary. 107 Ga., S828. 

The above authority removes all doubt as to 
whether or not the returns from the precincts in 
Elbert county, where the managers were not 
sworn, should be counted. The Executive Com- 
mnittee saw fit to comply with the Georgia law 
as to the firet three grounds of contest filed by 
Howard, which were sound and correct.

but whether they were duly registered as re- 
quired by the constitutional and statutory pro- 
visions of our law, and as to whether they 
had complied with all of these constitutional 
and statutory qualifications. If they had com- 
plied with all the provisions and directions of 
the law, in so far as they were concerned, 
then votes should be declared legal ballots 
and counted. The law that required the man- 
agers to prohibit all persons from voting whose 
names do not appear on the registration list 
is mandatory as to the managers, but only 
directory as to the voters. An elector cannot 
be held responsible for the mistakes, fraud or 
negligence of election officers. If he has com- 
plied with the law in so far as he is required, 
it then becomes the duty of an officer to 
likewise perform his respective duties, and for 
the failure thereof an elector cannot and will 
not be held responsible. As indicated in the 
decision of Lowry et al. vs. Cheatham, Supra., 
the Supreme Court clearly recognized this 
fundamental principle of law, for In this case 
it had been properly shown in the pleadings 
that those who were duly and legally quall- 
fied registered voters had been deprived of 
voting on the day of election at the polling 
precinct, when they had the right to vete, 
simply because of their names not being prop- 
erly printed upon the registration Mst as fur- 
nished the managers is a good ground of con- 
test, provided the result would have been dif- 
ferent had they voted. 

In the case under consideration the 
is true, the managers evidently being satisfied 
that it was simply a clerical error, permitted 
the electors to cast their ballots, and, in #0 
doing, they could not modify or change the 
voters’ legal status. The question to be de 
termined, after a man’s vote has heen deposit- 
ead in the box, is not whether he was on the 
registration list furnished the managers, but 
was he entitled to vote, as a legal qualified 
voter of the country? Justice Cobb in the case 
of Cole vs McLendon, 189 Ga.. held: 

‘tf the name of a person who is not a 
avalified voter is entered on the list of regis- 
tered voters, he would not become a quali- 
fied voter.’’ 

Registration lists add no qualification to 
voters, but only serves to identify them as 
nersons qualified to vote.

When ap elector is permitted toa deposit his 
ballot, the presumption is tn favor of the legality 
of the voter, and the burden is on the attacking 
party to show a lack of qualification in the elect- 
or, or a forfeiture of his right. When an eleo- 
tion is contested on the ground of illegal voting, 
the contestant has the burden, not only of prov- 
ing that illegal votes, in sufficient number to 
change the result, were cast, but he must also 
show by whom and for whom they were cast, 
but when the alleged illegality of ballots cast at 
an election is not clearly proven, it is proper 
to dismiss the contest.

The case will be heard before Judge 
John E. McCall, whose jurisdiction ex- | 
tends over the western district of 
Tennessee, and is considered of equal 
importance to the suits heard at, 
Chicago by Judge Kennesaw M. 
Landis, which terminated in the un- 
precedented fine of more than $29,-! 
000,000. In the event of convictions on | 
all counts a greater amount than that. 
fixed by Judge Landis may be as-, 
sessed, the maximum penalty possible 
aggregating $30,084,000. The mini- 
mum is $1,524,000. 

Unfair Advantage Alleged. 

Specifically it is charged that the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana re- 
ceived cencessions on numerous con- 
signments from ,their refinery at 
Whiting, Ind., to fifty-two cities and!

SPLENDID WORK FOR ATLANTA 
ACCOMPLISHED BY THE TECH

The great work which is being done 
by the Georgia School of Technology 


in educating the young men of this 
state is ably and convincingly set forth 
in the following interview with Presi- 
dent K. G. Matheson. 

President Matheson is doing all in 
his power to assist In raising the sum 
of $15,000, which the school needs for 
a new shop building, and he points 
out that the money to be invested in 


the enterprise by the generous peo- 
pel of Atlanta will be returned to them 
through industrial development of the 
city, which follows from a large and 
growing number of graduates locating 
within her bounds. 

The school this year has 633 students 
in the engineering departments, 94 in 
the’summer school and 150 in the night 
school. The faculty numbers fifty-two 
members and there are about thirty 
employees. 

In discussing

students from Atlanta, thus keeping 
the money and the men represen.ed 
in this number at home, and is giving 
to Atlanta the educational advantages 
of the best engineering institution in 
the south, and one of che foremost in 
the country. 
in adding to Atlanta’s prestige as an 
educational center and the great edu- 
cational] benefits extended to Aclanta’s 
young men cannot be estimated in 
dollars and cents. 

“The school is giving its splendid 
plant and eguipment free of all cost 
to the city for use in the city’s night 
school, nor even making a charge for 
the wear and tear of machinery. 

“The city’s wealth and consequent 
industrial development is greatly add- 
ed to by ‘the fact that a large and 
growing number of graduates and ex- 
students of the inscitution have lo- 
cated within her beunds, and are thus 
giving their trained ability and skill 
to the city’s manufactories, Over one 
hundred Tech graduates are now en- 
gaged in engineering and industrial 
leaders in Atlanta, while the ex-stu- 
dents will number many more. Tech, 
enjoying as it does a national repu- 
tation as an educationa!) institution, has 
added greatly to Atlanta's prestige as 
an educational cenier. More and more 
the school is attracting desirable citi- 
zens who are coming here to educate 
their sons along engineering lines. 

“In return for the benefits which 
the city has derived from Tech's loca- 
tion here it is well to consider what 
Atlanta has done for the school, as 
follows.

during the twenty-two years of its ex- 
istence. Surely no investment ever 
made by the city has paid such divi- 
dends in dollars and cents, to say 
nothing of the other ang greaier bene-

“4. The state has appropriated $35.- 


000 for a new shop building, on condi- 
tion that the school raise $15,000. 
Every cent of the $50,000 will be spent 
in the cicy of Atlanta, and tne new 
shop building will permit increased 
enrollment of students, whose pres- 
encé will give Atlanta immediate 
financial benefits, and every dollar 
given for the school’s enlargement 
will be paid back multifold into the 
city’s business.

Sympathetic Strike Complhi- 
cates New York 
Trouble. 


New York, November 7.—#Strong 
pressure to end the express strike was 
brought to bear upon the Trans-Con- 
tinental Express Company today by 
the Merchants’ Association of New 
York. The association, in a letter to 
the companies, quotes the statement of

A CONVICTS’ JOBS 
ARE ABOLISHED 


By Reducing Force, Prison 


Commission Saves $750 
Each Month. 


By abolishing the two offices of su 
pervisors of state convict camps and 
by reducing the force of inspectors 
from eight to six the prison commis- 
sion, at a session yesterday morning, 
effected a saving to the state of Geor- 
gia of about $749 per month. The 
change becomes effective on Decem- 
ber 1. 

The offices of supervisor, which 
were abolished by the commission, are 
now held by John Awtry and H. C 
Tuggie. They receive a salary of $125 
per month each and traveling expenses 
approximating $75 per month each. 
Mr. Awtry was left off the force and 


salary of $100 per month, which is the 
regular salary paid inspectors, 
The New Force of Inspectors. 

Out of its force of eight inspectors 
the commission retained only two, 
adding Mr. Tuggle and three new men 
to bring the force up to six. E. W. 
Hawes and J. F. Monk were retained as 
inspectors, and P. A. Fluker, of Greene 
county; W. J. Flanders, of Johnson 
county, and J. B. West, of Chatham 
county, were the new men added to 
the force of inspectors. 

The officers who were left off the 
force were Supervisor Jolin Awtry, In- 
spectors Elmo Ballew, D. D. Hall, J. A. 
Riley, H, H. Price, W. J. Walker and 
J. F. Simmons, 

The two supervisors and the two 
|} inspectors whose offices were abolished 
‘have received a total salary of $450 
'ner month, and the expenses of tie 
| four men have amounted to about $3599 
per month, so that the action of*the 
commission saves the state approx!i- 
mately $750 per month. 

It has been the duty of the super- 
visors to inspect from time to time 
all the convict camps in the state and 
to go on any mission of investigation 
or make other trips to the camps 
which were deemed necessary by the 
commission. The inspectors have had 
assigned to them certain particular 
camps which they were supposed to in- 
spect. 

Under the new arrangement the 
commission proposes to appoint one 
inspector as a special or chief inspec- 
tor. and his duties wil] conform to the 
duties of the two supervisors. The 
appointment as a special inepector will 
be announced later by the commission. 

The commission stated that its ac- 
tion in reducing the force was dome 
simply to reduce expenses, as it is be- 
lieved six competent inspectors can 40 
the work as well as eight inspectors 
and two supervisors could do it and at 
consiéGerably less expense. 

The commission made no other 
changes either in the office force or 
employees at the state farm or the con- 
vict camps.

SHARP ADVANCE MADE 
IN PRICES OF COTTON 


But in Late Trading Realizing 
Caused Reaction—Market 
Barely Steady. 


New York, November 7.—The cotton 
market had a very sharp advance to- 
Gay, with May contracts selling at 15 
cents for the first time since the mid- 
die of last October, on a more genera! 
demand than for weeks past, reduced 
esilmates of the yield and expecta- 
tions of a bullish report at the open- 
ing on Wednesday morning. Slight 
reactions occurred, as a result of real- 
izing, in the late trading, but while 
the closing tone was barely steady, 
last prices showed a gain of from 5 
to 16 points for the day. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 10@17 points, in response to 
higher cables than expected and a re- 
newal of the buying movement, which 
developed toward the end of last week, 
On the revival of moderate crop es- 
timates and reports of an improved 
trade demand. With tomorrow a holi- 
day and with more or less uncertainty 
still felt as to the probable showing 
and effect of the census figures at 
the opening on Wednesday. there was 
heavy realizing on the advance and 
some consequent irregularity, but the 
meneral tendency of the market COl, 
tinued upward and following a report 
that one of the leading English au- 
thorities estimated the crop ai lil,- 
890,000 bales, active positions sold 14 
to 26 points above the closing figures 
of last week. 3 

Around 15 cents for May, nearly $5 
per bale above the low level reached 
toward the end of October, realizing 
sales became very heavy, and the 
market in the late trading eased off 
from the best, with May closing at 
14.90 bid, but after the close it was 
said that there were buyers willing 
to pay 14.94 for May at private sale. 
Tn addition to the crop estimate from 
London, a local authority issued an 
estimate of 11,530.000 bales. 

Liverpool will be open for business 
as usual tomorrow, but both New York 
and New Orleans will be closed. 

Southern spot markets officially re- 
ported early were unchanged to 3-16c 
higher.

The weather over Sunday was 
clear and dry in all parts of the cot- 
ton belt, but commission houses said 
their customers were coming to a bet- 
ter realization of the amount of dam- 
age that resulted from the freeze and 
were going long. After the call, buy- 
ing orders in volume camein, and tue 
active months were put 8 to 10 points 
ever Saturday’s close. Professional 
longs took profits on this rise and 
their selling was heavy enough to 
check the advance and bring about a 
reaction of 1 to 2 points at the end 
of the first half hour of trading. 

The market was quiet but steady 
throughout the morning session. Both 
rides were inclined to limit their 
operations, in view of the fact that 
hoth American markets will be c.osed 
to trading tomorrow, owing to the 
elections. The advance was continued 
until the trading months were 11 to 
13° points over Saturday’s close. The 
main feature of the morning was the 
great number fo crop estimates from 
firms in all parts of the south, New 
York and even London. Bullish senti- 
ment was undoubtedly increased by an 
estt{mate of 11,890,000 bales from a 
well-known London firm At noon the 
narket was 19 to 11 points over °*at- 
urday'’s close, profit taking by longs 
having checked the rise.

STOCKS WERE DULL; 
TRANSACTIONS LIGHT 


On Eve of Elections the Mar- 
ket Was in Semi-Stag- 
nation State. 


New York, ovember 7.—The stock 
market com: to the eve of the eiections 
in a state of semi-stagnation. How 
far that action was due to solicitude 
over t“ the politica] outcome, and how 
far to a renewed consideration of pos- 
sible further unfavorabie develop- 
ments in other directions, did not 
clearly appear. The shrinking volume 
of transactions made it clear, how- 
ever, th.t the time was considered in- 
opportune for large extension of 
speculative commitments. Union Pa- 
cific came forward into greater rela- 
tive prominence, supplanting Reading 
in the position second to United States 
Steel. The proportion of U ited 
States Steel to the total dealings "vas 
maintained at near one-third and the 
combined dealings if Union Pacific and 
Reading exceeded slightly the transac- 
tions in United States Steel. The rea- 
son for the increased attention given 
to Union Pacific was not fortheoming 
beyond the assertion that the buyers, 
who were influential in last week's 
movement in United States Steel had 
diverted a large share of activity into 
the railroad stock. The market closed 
irregular, but with renewed upbidding 
of Union Pacific for sustained pur-

eeThe statistics of the Copper Pro- 
ducers’ Association for October were a 
distinct disappointment of the more 
sanguine of the expectations, which 
have been fostered by stock market 
tips for some time past. The publica- 
tion, also, was made in advance of 
the usual period for its apearance 
with the result of suggesting a 
purpose to hasten the disclosure 
of its contents. The early pub- 
lication coincided with active cjrcula- 
tion of rumors concerning the copper 
(rade and a supposed intention to 
advance the prices of the copper indus- 
trials. Copper stocks were reduced to 
the extent of 9,531,800 pounds during 
October, but this compares with a de- 
crease of 20,287,531 in September. Pro- 
duction in October was almost 7,000,000 
pounds greater than in September, and 
daily averages, as well as the total 
expanding. Deliveries for the same 
period fell off, especially those for ex- 
port, which were 6,900,000 pounds be- 
low those for September. Thus the 
results of the promised curtailment of 
production are still further postponed. 
The effect of this showing on the cop- 
per industrials was partly neutralized 
by the revived rumors of harmoniza- 
tion of the principal American copper 
interests. 

Railroads in the southern group 
showed some special strength owing to 
the decision of theinterstate €ommerce 
commission in favor of rate advances 
asked for. 

The money position remained uncer- 
tain. Time loans were strong and call 
money again touched 4% per cent, last 
week's maximum. The private dis- 
count rate advanced in London. The 
foreign exchange markets here con- 
tinued to recede, the Paris exchange 
rate especially yielding sharply. This 
was corroborative of the assertion that 
Paris bankers are advancing funds to 
New York borrowers on finance bills. 
The large part played by American 
cotton imports in the increase in Great 
Britain’s foreign trade for October 
foreshadows another extremely favora- 
ble trade balance for this country in 
the forthcoming October report. 

An unfavorable impression was ma‘ie 
by the unsettled express drivers’ 
strike in New York, the threatened 
tariff dispute with Germany over the 
potash trade regulation, reflected in 
weakness in the fertilizer stocks, the 
unfavorable showing of unfilled or- 
ders on hand to be made by the United 
States Steel Corporation in the state- 
ment for next Thursday and the re- 
ported postponement of the opening 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and Puget 
Sound railroad to through passenger 
traffic until next spring. 

Bonds were irregular. Total 
par value, $2,327,000.

NOW CITY HALL 


Loan of MayorGratefully 
Accepted. 


By Taking Advantage of His 
Offer, Atlanta Secures Prop- 
erty Worth Nearly One Mil- 
lion Dollars for the Sum of 
Seventy Thousand Dollars. 


The general council yesterday after- 
noon accepted by a rising vote anil 
with resolution of high appreciation 
the geenrous offer of Mayor Robert F. 
Maddox to advance for the city the 
$70,000 necessary for the purchase from 
the United States government of the 
old postoffice building so it can be 
used as a city hall. 

Thus was closed one of the most 
important transactions in the city’s 
history, and a trade was consummated 
whereby the city receives property 
valued at nearly a million dollars for 
the expenditure of only $70,000. The 
city has two years in which to pay this 
money, and the mayor was willing to 
advance the money with only a moral 
obligation to repay it resting upon the 
city. 

The communication of Mayor Mad- 
dox to the council in regard to this 
matter gives a full account of the 
transaction, and as it makes one ot 
the most important and notable chap- 
ters in Atlanta’s history, it is given In 
full, and is as follows: 

The Mayor’s Communication. 


To the General Council—I send this 
commungation to your honorable body, 
for the purpose of briefly putting into 
your possession the details which have 
wccompanicd the negotiations looking 
to the acquirement of the old postoffice 
building as a city hall, and for the 
additional purpose of suggesting to 
you a method by which this property 


.can be immediately secured. 


While there has been considerable 
talk about acquiring this building for 
use as a city hall, ever since the begin- 
ning of the construction of the new 
postoffice, still, it was the opinion of 


the majority of our people, as you will | 


recall, that this building would be re- 
tained by the government for the use 
of the department of the gulf, or for 
other purposes. 

Last year I discussed this phase of 
the question with General A. L. Mills, 
commander of the department of the 
gulf, and he assured me that he had 
reported to Washington that the build- 
ing would be unsuited to his uses. 
Upon my request he sent me a letter 
setting out the above facts. 

I then opened negotiations with our 
representative in congress, Colon,!l 
L. F. Livingston, on the subject, and 
endeavored to have the matter brought 
up in the first session of the sixty-first 
congress, but that session was so en-

Made a Visit to Washington. 


January 21 I went to Washing- 
ton, and while there Colonel Living- 
ston arranged for me a meeting with 
Congressman James A. Tawney, of Min- 
nesota, who is chairman of the com- 


On 


mittee on appropriations, At this meet-' 


ing Colonel Livingston and myself went 
into full detail with Congressman 
Tawney and a subcommittee of the 
committee on appropriations, and made 
to them a formal request that the 
United States government give back 
the property to Atlanta without cost. 
We explained to these gentlemen that 
the city had originally bought the land 
at a cost of $50,000, and had deeded 
it to the Uniteq States government 
upon the condition that a building 
would be erected upon it for govern- 
ment purposes, and we urged that if 
the property was to be no longer used 
by the government it should revert to 
Atlanta. Chairman Tawney stated t? 
us that he and his committee would 
take the matter under consideration. 

Colonel Livingston was constantly on 
the scene in Washington, and pushed 
the matter with his accustomed energy 
and devotion. 

Later, on

April 20, 1910, 
Was arranged by 
Livingston, and I, accompanied by 
committee from the general council, 
composed of Aldermen John W. Grant 
and W. A. Hancock and Councilman 
S. N. Evins, and a committee from the 
chamber of commerce, composed of 
Messrs. F. J. Paxon, Joseph A. Mc- 
Cord and David Woodward, went to 
Washington and placed all of the facts 
again before Chairman Tawney’s com. 
mittee. 


Made Recommendation to Congress. 


The committee on appropriations 
finally agreed thaé thev would 
mend to the congress that the land be 
deeded back to the city of Atlanta 
without cost, and that 
be had upon the building. Colonel Liv 
ingston, who is a member of the com- 
mittee on appropriations, drafted the 
following amendment, embodying the 
above provisions, which Ire sought to 
put into the sundry civil bill when it 
came up in the house for passage: 

“Affanta, Georgia, old  postoffice 
building: The secretary of the treas- 
ury is authorized to have appraised, 
in a fair and impartial manner, the 
old postoffic:s building in the city of 
Atlanta, Georgia, having in view the 
value of said building for municipal 
purposes, and to convey said building, 
together with the lot or lots hereto- 
fore donated by the city of Atlanta to 
the government of the United States 
on which said lding is situated, to 
the said city of Atlanta on the pay- 
ment by it into the treasury of the 
United States of the amount of the ap- 
praised velue of said building thus as- 
certained: provided, that the accept- 
ance of such conveyance by the city of 
Atlanta shall constitute a release of 
any and all obligations of the govern- 
ment of the United States under the 
deed from the city of Atlanta to the 
United States or by the agreement re- 
ferred to therein.”

In other words, the situation at this 
point was that the president and con- 
gress of the United States had agreed 
to give back to Atlanta, free of cost, 
the land an which the old postoffice 
building stands, and the city was to 
eee the appraised value of the build- 
ng. 
Appraisal by Treasury Department. 

This appraisal was taken up by the 
treasury department, and was made 
on September 5 by Mr. George O. Von 
Nerta, a special officer of this de- 
partment. I continued to push the-mat- 
ter from this end by frequent letters 
and telegrams, while Colonel Living- 
ston was equally as diligent in Wash- 
ington. 

About two weeks later I received 
a communication from Assistant Sec- 
retary Hilles, which conveyed the in- 
formation that the building had been 
appraised at $95,600. While. this ap- 
praisal might not seem high, I deter- 
mined to make an effort to get it re- 
duced. I at once got into telephonic 
communication with Colonel Living- 
ston at his home in Newton county, 
and asked him to-come to Atlanta. He 
eame the next day. On the following 
day, September 22, he and I went to 
Washington to protest against the ap- 
praisal. We found that Mr. Wayne 
MacVeagh, the secretary of the treas- 
ury, Was absent from the city. We, 
however, saw Mr. James Knox Taylor, 
the supervising architect of the treas- 
ury department, and he kindly con- 
sented to let us see the report of Mr. 
Von Nerta. Mr. Von Nerta reported 
\that the bullding, exclusive of repairs, 
had cost the government $408,600, and 
it Was probably because of this high 
cost that he fixed the appraisal at 
$95,600. I carefully went over Mr. 
Von Nerta’s report and prepared a 
long letter to Mr. MacVeagh, in which 
I attacked some of Mr. Von Nerta’s 
conclusions as strongly as I knew 
how. Colonel Livingston agreed to 
take this letter and presenf it in per- 
son to Mr. MacVeagh upon his return, 
and also to make an additional argu- 
ment for the reduction of the ap- 
praisal. This, Colonel Livingston did. 

Our joint protests finally resulted in 
a reduction of the amount from $95.- 
600 to $70,000. This sum of $70,000 TI 
regarded as reasonable and accepted 
the,appraisal, as a property worth not 
less than $700,000 was being secured 
for $70,000, or 10 cents on the dollar. 


The Terms of Payment. 


_ The amount the city was to pay be- 
ing fixed, the next question which 
arose was the terms of payment. Real- 
izing that the demands upon the city 
treasury were very heavy this year, 
and would be equally as heavy next 
year, it was my desire to secure the 
consent of the treasury department 
for the cjty to pay $20,000 cash, $25,-
